CAPTAIN  JAMES  CAMPBELL 

On  January  20,  1776,  from  Cambridge,  Maryland,  James  Murray  dispatched  to 
The  Council  of  Safety,  Province  of  Maryland,  a  letter  which  introduced  James  Campbell 
in  this  manner;  “The  Bearer  hereof  Mr.  James  Campbell,  (who  acted  as  a  Capt.  of  our 
Militia,)  had  the  honour,  on  application  of  being  appointed  a  Lieut,  of  the  Light  Infantry 
Company  at  our  last  Convention.  1  am  beg  Leave  to  introduce  this  Gentleman  to  you,  as 
particularly  worthy  of  your  notice  .  .  .  Have  known  him  for  several  years  in  Character 
of  Capt.  of  a  Ship:  the  Seafaring  Life  having  been  his  calling  from  his  Infancy:  and  think, 
to  do  him  Justice,  in  that  Scene  or  any  other  that  he  engages  in,  he  will  merit  Esteem  .  .  .” 

As  the  exact  date  of  James  Campbell’s  appearance  in  Maryland  is  not  known  to  me, 

,  I  assume  from  James  Murray’s  use  of  the  words  “several  years’’  that  Captain  Campbell 

arrived  in  Maryland,  or  was  established  in  that  Province,  about  1772/1773. 

Eighteen  days  before  James  Murray’s  letter  was  written  James  Campbell  had  been 

*  elected  First  Lieutenant,  by  The  Convention  of  Maryland,  in  the  Maryland'  forces  of 
Smallwood’s  First  Regiment,  8th.,  Company  under  Captain  Samuel  Smith. 

On  May  1,  1776,  James  Campbell  resigned  his  commission  and  in  the  official  announce¬ 
ment  to  the  Council  of  Safety  Captain  Samuel  Smith  wrote  from  Baltimore;  “Mr.  Campbell 
by  this  Conveyance  resigns  his  Commission  of  1st  Lt.  in  my  company  in  Order  to  be  of 
more  Essential  Service  to  his  Country  by  distressing  the  Trade  of  our  Enemies  in  a  Privateer 
fitted  out  by  a  Gentleman  of  this  Town  .  .  .” 

Simultaneously,  James  Campbell  was  writing  to  Daniel  of  St.  Thomas  Jenifer,  Esq. 
making  known  his  reason  for  leaving  the  8th  Company;  “Several  Gentlemen  here  are 
desirous  to  send  me  out  in  a  privateer  from  this  place,  my  own  inclination  also,  leads  me 
by  having  been  Accustom’d  to  the  sea  service,  we  have  taken  great  pains  to  get  a  vessel 
lit  for  the  purpose,  and  think  we  have  Succeeded,  you’l  Receive  enclosed  the  commission 
with  which  1  was  honour’d;  Retaining  the  utmost  gratitude  and  Respect  for  the  public 
from  whom  I,  had  it.  1  hope  to  have  the  Testimony  of  my  Brother  officers  that  1  served  with 
Vigilance  and  attention,  since  my  appointment  and  beg  leave  to  assure  you  that  no  con¬ 
sideration  would  induce  me  to  leave  the  Service  but  the  hope  of  being  more  usefull  in 
another  Department.  1  entered  into  the  service  a  Volunteer  and  now  quit  it  with  Regret, 
1  look’d  on  the  commission  I  held  as  a  testimony  of  the  public  confidence  and  esteem,  and 
shall  endeavour  in  my  new  capacity  to  merit  the  attention  that  was  paid  me.  I  shall  go  to 
Philadelphia  tomorrow  to  purchase  Such  Necessaries,  as  cannot  be  got  here  and  make 
Application  for  a  Commission  for  the  Vessel,  could  I  obtain  a  few  lines  from  your  honorable 
Council  Signifying  that  I  was  in  the  land  services  of  this  province,  it  would  no  doubt 
facilitate  my  business  and  be  of  service  to  me  .  .  .” 

It  is  evident  that  James  Campbell  completed  his  negotiations  within  a  short  time 

*  because  in  MacClay’s  History  of  American  Privateers,  (p.  77,)  we  find;  “The  only  privateer 
from  N.  J.  that  succeeded  in  getting  to  sea  early  in  the  war  was  the  schooner  “ Enterprise ” 

i  Captain  J.  Campbell  .  .  .’’  In  this  account  MacClay  describes  the  combat  activities  of  the 

“Enterprise,"  and  relates  the  number  of  ships  she  captured,  during  the  period  July  and 
August  1776. 

*  Jones’  History  of  Dorchester  County,  Maryland  (vol.  4,  pp.  82,  215)  says  the  “ Enter- 
prize"  was  a  Maryland  schooner  carrying  10  guns  and  a  crew  of  60  commanded  by  Captain 
James  Campbell. 

In  the  Naval  Records  of  Revolution  (p.  37)  there  is  an  order  from  John  Hancock, 
President  of  the  Continental  Congress,  to  Captain  James  Campbell  of  the  ship  “ Enterprise ” 
“to  act  as  convoy  for  Continental  troops  crossing  the  Chesapeake  and  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  them  against  the  British  forces.’’

Before  concluding  this  brief  record  of  the  schooner  “Enterprize"  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  ship  called  the  “Sturdy  Beyyar"  that  is  described,  in  Jones’  History  of  Dor¬ 
chester  County  Maryland,  as  a  Maryland  brig  carrying  28  guns  and  a  crew  of  80,  master, 
James  Campbell.  Recorded  in  the  Archives  of  Maryland  (vol.  10,  p.  326)  is  the;  “Commis¬ 
sion  of  Lre  of  Marque  issued  to  James  Campbell,  Captain  of  the  Privateer  called  the 
“Sturdy  Beyyar”  mounting  14  carriage  guns  and  14  swivels,  navigated  to  Buwley  and 
others  of  Baltimore  County,  Aug.  4,  1777.” 

After  the  Revolutionary  War  Captain  Campbell  continued  to  follow  the  sea  and  was 
engaged  in  shipping  in  both  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the  Potomac  River. 

In  the  October  19,  1824  issue  of  the  Alexandria  Gazette  there  is  a  description  of  the 
arch  suspended  over  Washington  Street  which  was  erected  in  honor  of  La  Fayette’s  visit 
to  Alexandria.  The  ship,  that  was  hung  beneath  the  arch — emblematic  of  the  navy  had 
been  presented  to  the  Masonic  Lodge  by  Captain  Campbell  shortly  before  he  died. 

Turning  back  to  the  event  of  James  Campbell’s  birth  one  learns  from  the  carefully 
recorded  and  nicely  preserved  tombstone  inscriptions  that  James  was  born  in  Scotland 
in  1745.  According  to  his  grandson  the  place  of  his  birth  was  near  Dumfries  in  Scotland. 
In  a  letter  dated  August  11,  1908,  Washington,  D.  C.,  James  J.  Campbell  conveyed  the 
following  information  to  my  father;  “I  know  very  little  of  Grandfather  only  that  he  was  a 
native  of  Scotland,  born  near  Dumfries,  he  left  his  mother  in  Edinbourgh  and  he  settled 
on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland,  from  there  he  came  to  Quantico,  Virginia  on  the  Potomac 
River,  from  there  to  Alexandria.  Grandfather  came  to  this  country  to  look  for  a  brother 
Samuel  but  he  never  found  him  .  .  .” 

Five  years  before  the  above  letter  was  written,  Rachel  Ann  Campbell  Tulloss  of 
Fauquier  County,  Virginia,  transmitted  a  letter  to  Father;  “The  first  of  our  line  to  come  to 
this  Country  was  Capt.  James  Campbell,  a  Scotchman,  of  the  English  Navy.  He  settled  in 
Maryland  (and  his  wife  Leah  Campbell  is  buried  in  Christ  Churchyard,  Alex.)  He  is 
buried  in  the  Methodist  cemetery  in  Alexandria.  He  had  two  sons  Loudoun  and  William 
and  they  came  up  to  Alexandria  and  were  large  lumber  merchants  .  .  .” 

From  this  background  material  valuable  information  has  been  revealed,  as  their 
letters  are  rich  in  genealogical  data,  relating  not  only  to  Captain  Campbell’s  two  sons  to 
his  first  wife  Leah,  but  also  to  his  children,  James  and  Mary  Ann,  by  his  second  wife  Kitty. 

Following  the  Revolution  Captain  Campbell  with  his  family  settled  in  Alexandria 
and  established  a  residence  on  Cameron  Street.  His  great,  great  granddaughter,  Nellie 
Barrett  Harper,  tells  me  that  the  number  of  their  home  on  Cameron  Street  was  313.  It  is 
also  from  Mrs.  Harper  that  I  learned  of  Captain  Campbell’s  activities  as  a  member  of 
St.  Andrews  Society  of  Alexandria. 

As  to  the  material  possessions  of  Captain  Campbell  it  is  unfortunate  that  so  little  is 
known  of  their  disposition.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  what  happened  to  the  property  on 
Cameron  Street  bequeathed  to  his  second  wife  Kitty,  nor  to  the  Columbus  Street  property 
that  was  left  to  his  sons  Loudoun  and  William.  Of  Captain  Campbell’s  personal  possessions 
there  remains  a  wine  chest  that  he  carried  while  at  sea  which  is  now  owned  by  a  great, 
great,  great  grandson,  Thomas  W.  D.  Crockett  of  Jackson,  Mississippi.  Then,  too,  I  have 
not  been  able  to  trace  the  present  existence  of  the  portrait  of  Captain  Campbell  which  was 
in  the  possession  of  James  J.  Campbell  in  1908. 

The  material  and  personal  possessions  of  James  Campbell  have  long  vanished  but  the 
intangible  ones  that  he  bequeathed  to  us,  his  descendants,  remain  and  are  our  heritage. 

Captain  Campbell  is  buried  in  the  Old  Methodist  Cemetery  on  Wilkes  Street,  West, 
near  the  United  States  Cemetery,  in  the  City  of  Alexandria — the  city  he  chose  for  his  home.
